GOING INTO LIQUIDATION AND REORGANIZ- 
ING. 
Svecial Dirvgtch to The Chitago Tribur-. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30.—Controller of 
the Currency Kuox has sent to Congress, in re- 
sponse to a resolution offered by Mr. Randall. 
copies of the recent correspondence between 
bis office and Directors ot the Second National 
Bank of Cincinnatigwhich bas lately gone into 
iiquidation and reorganized under existing law 
in advance of the expiration of its charter. This 
correspondence includes the letter of the Con- 
troller detailing the pian by which, under the 
recent decision of the Attorney-General, the 
stockholders of National Banking associations 
the franchisesof which have expired, or which 
have gone into voluntary liquidation, may re- 
organize other National banking associations 
with the same name. The views of the Con- 
trolier of the Currency as expressed in this iet - 
ter appear to be 

AT VARIANCE WITH THOSE OF MR. CRAPO, 
Chairman of the Banking Currenc? Commit- 
tee and author of the bill to extend the charters 
of National bunks, as far as the quesdon of the 
power of a corporation to reorgunize by a vote 
of two-thirds of its stockholders is concerned. 
The principal object of Mr. Crapo’s bill is to so 
umend the Baoking laws as to invest the owners 
of two-thirds of the stock of a banking associa- 
tion with the right toapply for au extension of 
their charter and organize a new association 
-with the same name. Mr. Knox, in his instruc- 
dions to the Directors of the Cincinnati bank, 
says that by a vote of stockholders owning two- 
thirds or the stock a banking association may 


go into voluntary liquidation, and any of tne 
stock hoiders, not less than tive personas,

TARIFF,

ITS ENORMOUS COST. 
Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasninoton, Di C. Aprit 30.—Mr. Rounds, 
Government Printer, left for Chicago today, to 
be absent about a week. Mr. Rounds has al- 
ready been successful in two important par- 
ticulars: He has secured his appropriations 
from the Senate without objection, and bas ob- 
tained competent and experienced assistants 
for the subordiuate places jin that great office. 
The extent of the work of the Public Printer 
may be better understood when the cost of 
Government printing u considered. The 
aunexed figares cover the period em- 
bra between July 1. 1863, and June 
0. 1880: Office expenses, $256,351; Public print- 
me proper, $10,708. ah: ＋ 89. , 061: 
ng 5 5 engraving, 8 — ome publie 
; Mapp ng engraving, 
United States Supreme Court, $21,275; Congres: 
sivnal Record, 1875 to 1880, $758,755; agricultural 
reports, two years, $104,069; catalog library, two 
years, $6,941; Belknap impeachment, $5,028; for 
fire-cacupe, etc., and telepuone, $4,049; 
TOTAL, $39,957,373. 
These figures do not include construction and 
repairs of buildings, nor does it embrace what 
preceded its earlier date. The appropriation 
for two years past will add about $5,000,000 to 
the sum total. There is certainiy some need 
of better management at a pwint beyond 
control of tbe Public Printer. At is quite possi- 
bie to introduce legitimate nomie# into the 
priutery, and it is quite certain that under the 
management of Mr. Rounds this will be done. 
It bus been suggested that possibly one-third, 
most certaiuly one-fifth, might have been savec 
by a careful editing and pruning of the various 
reports und special papers. The employment of 
competent editors at a cost of not over $10,000 a 
year would have reduced the cost by at least 
$10,00 , 00%, and made the public reports far more 
readabie and useful. How mach more might 
have been saved in other ways by less wastefu! 
manugewent cannot be determined upon.

Leading attor- 
neys have expressed the beilef that the law is 
unconstilutional, and that opinion is naturally 
shared by the saloonkeepers. A large amount 
of money has been raised by the liquor ſuterest 
for the purpose of fighting the law upon the 
points in thé courts, The selling of liquor by 
the drink is unlawful, and the point is raised as 
to whether an illegal business van be, taxed. 
It will take severat months, and perhaps 
two or ‘three years, to a 
final decision~ from the courts as to the 
constitutionality of the law. Should it be found 
unconstitutional, as the liquor men believe will 
be the case, all the tax paid under this law will 
be lost, unless suits are brougut to recover the 
monev buck from the State, which would in- 
volve some additional expense. The disposition 
of the salooukeepers, therefore, is not to pay the 
tax (it le $a yearon every saloon, whether 
the siness done be large or smalh until the 
constiwtionality of the iaw is settled.

What It Costs the Farmers of That State 
to “tear” the Market and Send Grain 


to the Antipodrs. 

San Francisco Chronicle, April 24 

California, bas coutinued durtug the whole of 
the present season the chronie bear of the 
world’s woeat market. But, not satisfied with 
undersellmg all competitors in the various im- 
purting countries, she is new at the end of ber 

‘victorious cumpaign,’ and with the view of 
carrying the wur into Africa, shippimg a portion 
of her wheat surpius. to the Missiseippi Valley 
and Australia—ner two leading rivals as 
ex porters. While the States east of 
the Rucky Mountains are themselves ship- 
pers this season to the extent of about 
70,000, 0% bushels as compared with about 5v,- 
le busbeis from the whole of this coast, 
sumpie parceis of Califurnia wheat are new to 
be seen in every section of the country from 
Texus to Maine and from Mianesota to Piorida. 
That samples of California flour are not equally 
plentiful all over the Continent is simply owing 
to the silly and ecoentrie policy of the raiiruad, 
Walon, instead of discriminating, if at all, in 
favor of the manufactured article, actually dis- 
criminates against it, to the great loss and iajury 
ot the State.

JESSE’S “ TRAINING.” 


The Delicate Way in Which Mrs. James 
Reters to Her Husband’s Peculiar 
Vocation—An Heures Talk with the 
Outiaw’s Widow. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Avril 29. | 
Mrs. Jesse James, for cight years the wife of 
the renuwned Misgouri bandit, but a widow since 

April 8, when ber Husband was shot by Charles 

Ford, ia at the Southern Hotel. where she arrived 

yesterday morning from Kaosas City. 

She told in answer to wumerous questions, 
that for the greater part were replied to by 
affirmative and negative monoaydiabies, the fol- 


lowing: 

„All the reputed interviews with me that 
bave been published since my husband's death 
have been false, with the exception of one in 
the Globe- Democrat on April 13. I dave never 
had a word with any reporter of any other 
paper.

They would come, lonk at me, and 
then go away and write anything, Last winter 
Jesse went intu Nebraska to see about getting a 
farm where be could go and settle down, He 
never would say anything to me about what be 
was going to do when be went out.

The Consolidation of the Grand Trunk 
and Great W stern KRal.ways. 

The Detroit Post has the following regarding 
the consolidation of the Grand Trunk and Great 
Westeru Railways of Canada: 

The consolidation or “fusion” of the Grand 


Truck and Great Western Railways, if its conciu- 
sion be permitted by the Canadian Parliament, 


will resuit in one of the most powerful corpura-., 


ons on the continent. The combined system 
of railroads penetrates almost every part of the 
Dominion east of Lake Huron. It stretehes 
from Portland and HKivere du Loup in the East 
to Chicago in the West, reaches every important 
city of the Dominion, and touches the States at 
numerous important puints. The consolida don 
may. by removing competition, increase the 
charges for transportation for ioca! traffic in 
soine places. but its effect on éhrough 
rates will tend rather toward a reduc- 
tien than an increase. By reducing 
the running expenses of the consolidated tine 
below the present expense of running the two 
lines separately, the Grand Trunk will be ia bet- 
ter condinon thau ever before to ma ntain its 
traditionally stubborn comoetition with lines 
rupoing through the States for through trafilic. 
The effect of the consolidation upon the busi- 
ness of this city can hardiy fail to be beneficial. 
The present direct tonpevtion of the Grand 
Trunk with Chicago is by way of Port Huron. 
But it will almost necessarily be the policy of 
the corporation to remove that poruon of the 
Great Western tine between Detroit and Buffalo 
from its present somewhat isolated coadition as 
related to the through lines.

A few days ago an important decision relative 
to the Chesapeake & Odio was rendered by the 
Supreme Court of West Virginia.

These are the facts: In 1866 the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad was cpartered by the 
Legisiature of West rzinia, and in their char- 
ter wasa provision exempting the road from 
taxation until ite net earnings should be suffi- 
cient to pay a dividend af 10 per cent on its 
caplial stock. The road was commenced soon

be obtained. and finally 
completed. No attempt was made to collect 
taxes on the road- rélling-stock, or other 
property of the company until 1879, when the 
State Auditor, under the powers vested in him, 
assessed the entire property of the company, 
and sent the lists to the several counties for 
Collection. immediately the company tiled a 
petition foran injunction in the Circuit Court 
of Ohio County, aid after an argument in 
which was engaged the best legal tulent of the 
State, the Court decided the exemption valid, 
and perpetuated the injunction. The case was 
immediately appeaied by the State, and was 
elaborately argued last March, and On Saturday 
the Court decided the cuse, Judge Johnson de- 
livering the opinion. The Court holds that the 
act of the Legislature giving the exempnon is 
unconstituagonal and in violation of the provis- 
ion woich says that taxation shall be equal and 
uniform througbout the State...

New York Rattroads—The West Shore 
Burt Road and the Delaware, Lack- 
awannea & Westera—What Sidney 
Dillion Says. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April 20.—The “ Burt Road or 
the Boston, Hoosac Tunnel & Western Railway, 
which Gen. Burt has been engineering through 
New York State parallel to the New York Cen- 
tral, is ina bad way. It will not be completed 
at present. in fact, the attempt to complete it 
at all will soon be abandoned. Gen. Burt was a 
kind of Col. Seliers. He excavated here and 
there through the State from Schenectady to 
Buffalo, bought thousands of acres of right of way 
for which he did not pay, and turned the whole 
central section of the State topsy-turvey. He is 
now at rest, baving died of paralysis a day or 
two ago.

Four 
millions of dollars bave been wasted, or would 
have been wasted, if the roud had paid its debts. 
Gen. Burt even went 80 far as to buy several 
branches to be used as feeders for the road. He 
bought the Syrucuse & Eariville Road, which 
used to be run by the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western, and the Syracuse & Fulton Road, which 
gave bim an Oswegoor take connecuon. The 
whole project will now be abandoned fur want 
of money and a want of pubiic cuntidence. The 
project really never bad any solid bottom in it.

THE Socialists s seem 1 not to have impressed 
the municipal authorities of New Lork with 
their political power and importance suc- 
cessfully as they have done in Chicago. They 
were forbidden yesterday to make a display 
of their strength in a procession to the scene 
of the laying of the corner-stone of the Frö- 
bel monument, and when they undertook to 
accomplish their design through the subter- 
fuge of joining a funeral procession they 
were again refused permission under the 
ordinanee requiring six hours’ notice of any 
procession, and they were reduced to the ne- 
cessity of*separating into small parties and 
“thus making their way to the corner-stone 
layme. In Chicago, now, the police would 
very likely have helped to swell the proces- 
sion, and the Mayor have made a speech in 
connection with the ceremonies, 


Axp now there is a speck of war again 
visible in South America. Some Brazilians 
int Uruguay complain of maltreatment, and, 
besides dispatching an envoy to Montevideo 
to demand redress, Brazil is concentrating 
an army on the frontier to enforce the de- 
mand. Uruguay is reported as preferring a 
fight to an apology, and as raising an army to 
protect her frontier, besides preparing to 
fortify Montevideo. At this rate Uruguay 
is in a fair way to have her hands full of in- 
ternational difficulties. In addition to Bra- 
zil’s grievance, which grows out of the im- 
pressment of forty of Dom Pedro’s subjects 
into the army, for outrages ou others, 
and for crossing the Brazillan front- 
ier in pursuit of a _ fugitive, Uru- 
guay has an affair to settle with Italy 
of a very grave character. Two Ijalians at 
Montevideo, being unjustly suspected of a 
murder and robbery subsequently proven to 
have been committed by an ex-policeman of 
that city, were subjeeted to awful tortures to 
induce them to confess to a crime of which 
they were innocent, and the Italian Ministes, 
having in vain demanded the punishment of 
the torturers and the responsible officiais, 
besides a money indemnity of $80,000 to 
the maimed and crippled victims, broke 
off diplomatic relations on the 2th of 
March. The Spanish Minister has an unsat- 
isfied claim for reparation in a case of torture 
and murder of a Spaniard, and the French 
seeks satisfaction for the murder of a French 
sailor by the Montevideo police. There is 
small chance fir the badly-governed Repub- 
lic to escape a disastrous reckoning for so 
formidable a list of grievances. 


“INTELLIGENCE AND WEALTH MUST 
RULE.” ä 


In the Lynch- Chalmers contest for a seat 


defended the frauds practiced in behalf of 
Chalmers on the ground that intelligence 
and wealth must rule,” and not the majerity 
of legal voters. The Vicksbure district con- 
tains about 10,000 Bourbons, all white, and 
nearly half of them can neither read nor write, 
and about 25,000 Republican voters—niostly 
colored, and a large number of them illiter- 
ate.

A large number of Northern Democrats re- 
fused to filibuster in defense of this outrage. 
To them the dishonest election return was 
too flagrant to defend by revolutionary pro- 
ceedings. It was something which they 
could not defend before their constituents 
The Northern Demorrats, unlike those fren 
the South, dare not exclude Lynch by bre. 
ing upa quorum upon the only theory by 
which it ¢ould be justified, and that theory 
was stated by Chalmers immediately after 
the election took place. He thus explained 
it:

In olden times this aristocratic theory was 
considered as belonging exclusively to a 
portion of the old Whig party, and was a 
terrible heresy in the estimation of the Demo- 
crats. Now it is the general doctrine of the 
ruling half of the Democratic party, anda 
doctrine which is enforced upon every pos- 
sible occasion. It is the cornerstone of the

Political parties under our 
system of Government are supposed to be or- 
ganized fur the purpose of advucating certain 
polit:ea!l principles and to carry into effect cer- 
tain public policies. Upon alt sue questions we 
muy hooestiy differ, and make such d:fferences 
the basis of party orgudization. But upon ques- 
tions affecting the stability of the Government 
and the perpetuity of our inetituaons we are at 
least presumed to be a united, burmooious, anc 
indissoluble peopie.

ANOTHER FRENCH CANAL. 

That indefatigable eanal-digger, M. de 
Lesseps, has now projected another canal, 
this time in Tunis. His plans have been 
drawn up, submitted to the French Cabinet 
and approved, and the work is to be com- 
menced at once. Compared with the Suez 
and Panama Canals, or even the projected 
Grecian ditch, the work is insignificant, and, 
as it involves no difficult cutting or in- 
tricate engineering feats, it will probably be 
accou) plished easily and speedily, The prop- 
osition is to cut a canal from the Guiff of 
Gabes, the old Syrtis Minor, across a narrow 
strip of territory in Southern Tunis, con- 
necting with Lake Alsikbah, which stretches 
from the centre of Tunis southwest to the 
Algerian frontier. The coast line on the 
N N is high and somewhat mount- 
ain, as well as the northwestern portions 
of Tunis, but south of the proposed line of 
the canal are the- Shot Kebir, 100 miles in 
length, and the *Shot Gharnis, fifty 
niles in length which are immense 
marshy depressions, stretching down to 
the Sahara. It is calculated that when 
the canal is cut and the Mediterranean let 
through it it will not only fill ap these huge 


| depressions but possibly the flood may have 
force and volume suflicient to spread over a 


large part of the Sahara. Some of the Ffench 
savants, indeed, are sufficiently sanguine to 
believe that it will stretch well down to Tim- 
buctoo and the Soudan, and thus facilitate 
communication with those rich regions. 
More conservative geographers, however, do 
not believe that the effect of cutting this 


Sahara into a vast inland sea, inasmuch as 
the water must be rapidly absorbed and 
evaporated spreading over such an area. All 
are agreed, however, that it will form a great 
lake in southern Tunis and Algeria, and as 
that part of the country to be overflowed is 
sandy: and, indeed. a portion of the Sahara, 
capable of producing noting, its immersion 
ean do no harm; but, on the other hand, will 
cool the air and destroy the miasmas that

THE RIMETALLIC BASIS IN GERMAWY. 
Mr. R. von Dechend is the President of the 
Imperial Bank at Berlin. He is also the au- 
thor of a pamphlet, in which he discusses 
the scarcity of gold and the superabandance 
of silver, and its consequent depreciation in 
value. The pamphlet was published in full 
a short time ago in the Nord-Deutsche Ali- 
gemeine Zeitung, which paper todorses 
every word uttered by the distinguished 
author. Considering the fact that the Nord- 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung is the mouth- 
piece of Prince Bismarek, we must take it 
fur granted that the [ron Chancellor also en- 
tertains the same views, and that he is not 
averse to the measures proposed by Mr. v 
Dechend to carry them into effect. The gold- 
bugs of Germany, who have always looked 
upon Mr. D. asatraitor to their cause, may 
treat his propositions with derision and con- 
tempt, but not 80 the views of Bis- 
marck, who has permitted the pamphlet, 
with a laudatory preface, to be printed 
in his paper. Whatever may have deen the 
former views of Mr. v. Dechend on the gold 
and silver question, so Mach is certain now: 
that he is in favor of the bimetallic basis, in 
order, as he says, to save Germany from se- 
rious monetary troubles and coimplicagions. 
lie demands that the German silver thaler, 
which is colmed on the basis of 15.50 to 1, 
whereas the United States dollar is coined 
on the basis of 15.98 to 1, shall De declared a 
legal tender, and that the legal prerogaiive 
of the Federal Council to withdraw at will!

According to their story they were on 
three days suummted to the Columbian “ OCepeo” 
~-that is, with arms and less stretched out to the 
fullest extent, with dry ropes from their wrists 
and ankies to distant stakes, and left in the dew 
to nilow the repes to shorien and strain the 
joints still further: their fingers were forced as- 
under un aun iron rod; .their mouths were 
filled with sand to choking; they were furced to 
eat red. berriugs and other salt food, water 
beme denied and placed in sight but out 
of reach; their feet were roasted, and they 
were kekéd aun cut with kovives iu 
rage that they would not confess. The 
Italian Minister demanded the puni-hment of 
the officiais who had ordered or connived at the 
maitreatment, and $80,000 guid us com pensation, 
and Bani. us ne satisfaction could be bad, sent 
in bis ultimatum on the 25th and broke off relu- 
tions on the 26th. He ® supported by the Span- 
ish Minister, who 8 ordered to push for satisfac- 
tien in the case of Sanches Cabaliero, also turt- 
ured in the interior and made away with when 
ordered to be sent to Montevideo. The French

Special- Agents Gardiner aad New- 
eomb bave charge of the investigation under 
the supervision of Mr. Pearson, aud they made 
the discovery today that the canisters inclosed 
in the boxes-were vot tilled with gunpowder, 
as was at Urst supp»sed, but containeda quan- 
tity of guncotton, waoich is 

A MUCIL MORE POWERFUL EXPLOSIVE. 
This accounts for the lightfess of tue puckages, 
The canisters, which are in the hands of 
the authorities, are of the size in which a 
pound of powder is usually packed, and: it 
was naturally supposed Saturday night, upon 
the first cursory examination of the inferual 
machiges. that they were filled with powder.

When it was placed io the vestibule the fuse 
was lighted and left to burn. Superintendent 
Wailing believes that this box was constructed 
for bis benetit.

DEATH OF BENJAMIN FRANKLIN DELANO.

New You, April .—Benjami@ Frank uin 
Delano, formerly United States Naval Con- 
siructor, well known before the Civil War and 
in the eurly part of. the conflict, died of vid age 
at his residence, No. 115 St. Mark avenue, 
Brooklyn, this morning. The grandfather of 
the la e Mr. Delano built the Constitution— 
„Old lronusides —t he subject of Holmes torili- 
ing poem. Tue su ject of the present sketch 
in 1847 was appointed Naval Consirucior as the 
service was then constituted, and built the 
steamer Suranac at the Portsmouth Navy- Yard, 
that being one of the first vessels to introduce 
steam into the service. Late in 184 Mr. 
Delano was ordered to the Brooklyn Navy- Yard 
ana built the lroquois, of tbe same class as the 
Hartford, wulch became famous during the Civil 
War. He took a personal interest in the Ten- 
nessee, the Wampanuga, and the Miantonomah, 
the latter being the first ironclad to crose the 
Atiantic. In 1868 he was retired with the rela- 
tive rank of Captain, which be heid at the time 
of bis death,

Readily and cheerfully, theretore, 
the Westminster Assembly oke its little 
world-history to the adults and the children of 
all the coming ages. This incident m illue- 
trate the fact that in that day there was but one 
line of thought—the Bibviical line—to which pol- 
ities, and chemistry, and astronomy, and 1 
ogy coofurmed themseives. The Bible was the 
mother of the house, and all the other books 
were little children about her feet. 

Not only were there few volumes besides the 
inspired one, but chere was diso a despotism of 
teachers which awed the common mind into a 
perfect submission to the current religious 
dogma. As the State was despotic so was the 
Church; the pulpit and the tireside were abso- 
lute despotism. The young were taught fo listen 
rather thun speak; to believe, not to ‘inquire; 
and us the twigs were bent the,trees were in- 
clined: and what was eubmission in the children 
became faith and repose in after years. The 
common people were not aware of the meutal 
de iem which surrounded them, for to be 
awdre of it would imply that they koew of 
something eise than spiritual servitude. To be 
aware of despotism belongs only to the last days 
of such bondage. Asin sleep the sleeper is not 
ware of bis mysterious state, and cunnot say: 
Jam enjoying sleep.“ but, after waking, can 

: “J dave been asieep,”’ so the human 
race has not realized its darkoess and 
credulity.until it has been waking up from its 
awful oblivion. Through suck uncouscious 
azes the Bible passed along, enjuying a peace 
indeed. but the peace of a universal delusion, a 
universal languor and siumoer. If by some 
chance auy minds gave sign of departing from 
the marked line of faith, the rod of the family, 
“the eternal torments’ of the pulpit, the rack 
of the inquisitor, and the sword of the King in- 
tervened at once to make iniidelity rare and of 
briet continuance. 

With history rising up before your memories 
you will confesa chat our Bible lies open in a new 
era, and must be read withanew ight falling 
upon its page. The fall ot all despotism, that 
of the State, and the pulpit, and ihe family, has 
left men strangely free to inquire and reflect 
and adopt or reject; and while men have been 
thus free to think, along have come great lead- 
ers of thought along new paths. There has just 
been laid under the marbie floor of West- 
minster Abbey a representative of the 
modern  selence. Charles Darwin did not 
originate the theory of the vast age of the 
human race, but be so elaborated and adorned it 
that the doctrine bears his name. The grand- 
fa ner of our Darwin made the following in- 
quiry almost a hundred years ago: Would it 
be too boid to imagine that in the great length 
of time since the earth began to, exist, perbaps 
millions of ages before the commencement 
the history of mankind—would it be too bold 
imagine that all warm-blooded animals bave 
arisen from one living fiiament which the great 
First Cause endued with animality, with the 
power of acquiring new parts attended with 
new propeusities, directed by irrilavons, sensa~ 
tions, volutions, that associations, and thus pos- 
sessing the facuhy of continumg to improve by 
its own inherent activity, and of liveriug 
down these improvements by generation to its 
posterity worid without end?" With such an 
ancestor to start from. 
reaches back a hundred years, and forms 
a part of the new intellectual surroundings of 
our Bible. The Darwinian bypothesis does not 
disturb the cardinal teachings of our sacred 
volume, but it does make becessary some new 
interpretation of much in the Old Testament, 
and therefore forms a part of the new situation 
of Christian tenets. 

The new geology and cosmogony of the times 
are only specimens of a general change or ad- 
E in all the formsof humau thought. Mod- 

rn reason demands that miracies shall repese 
upon very clear evidence, and shall be ber- 
formed only to ecstabl. sh an idea not otherwise

reasonable and so full M moral lessons that she 
fell a victim to the charge of being an “inndei.” 
Her life was amazing for its resemblanee to the 
life of Christ, but ber opinions were not those of 
the former generations, and the life-long church 
ties hud to be severed. But it is a biessed 
thought that the modern contlict which expelled 
her from one denomination had so purified the 
air of the sanctuary at large as to muke another 
church open to der its equally massive doors, 
and to spenk to her while entermg these nobie 
words: We propose to throw around you our lov- 
ing sympathy and unqualified confidence and af- 
fection. We Shall weicome you to our fellow- 
ship, not to watch and to criticise you, but to 
trust you and help you.” 

These personal incidents indicate the uni- 
versal disturbance of the worid over the pages 
of our sacred book. Local incidents are not 
important in themselves considered, but as the 
meeting and firmg of military pickets in the 
woods, the sudden onsets and retreats of ekir- 
misners, are not even recorded in tne history of 
nations, but do yet declare that tne nations back 
of those soidiers are at war, and that greater 
days of battle, and ruin, and victory are to 
come, so iu this theviogicail drama the triais of a 
professor in Scotiand and of a Sunday-school 
teacher 6,000 miles westward remind us that the 
present is at war with the past, and that one or 
the other must jose a throne. The war is spirit- 
val, and nothing will be slain or wounded 
except the opinious of mankind. It is 
a war full of amenities. It the Bible 
has drifted into an era of infidels, as some 
think, it nas aue chmpensation in thes tact that 
it hus moved away from fagot and rack, and has 
come intoaneraof more Cbhristliike qualities 
than it found when Calvin and Cromwell were 
fignting the wars of the Old and New Testaments 
—a strange incident that the wurid should move 
away from orthodoxy aad crueity at the same 
time. The friendship which has sprung up in 
politics, making all men equal. and which edu- 
cates all out of the public treasury, and which 
permits and even respects all formsof honest 
opinion petVades the confines of religion, and 
takes a debate or 2 dismiseal from cburch out 
of what would once have been a matter of tor- 
ment or death. When a particular cuurch ex- 
pelisamember for heresy, but confesses his 
Christian character, ne is welcomed into some 
other church which ditfers frum the one which 
expelled bim by less than any assignable differ- 
ence. Thus thesweetnoess of the age fully equals 
its bitterness—an equation not presented by auy 
of the former dates in Church bistory. 

To meet the present situation, caused by such 
great changes in public informacion and mental 
power, the religious leaders are guthering up 
the most general truths of their voluminous 
creeds, and are passing in silence the many 
dugmas which the new era has thrown into a 
shadow of doubt. In the San Francisco cage, 
where the teucher spiritualized the mirucies of 
the Vid Testament, only one member of a larre 
church session opposed the teacher; the pastor 
could notoppose a woman of such usefulness, 
and from the adjoining community there came 
to. the accused 600 letters of indorsement and 
sympathy. Those letters show whusis the com- 
mon undercurrent of belief even in the Presby- 
terian Churches as to the literainess of the trutu 
of biblical narrative. The undercurrent of ration- 
alism is evidentiy flowing all through the ortnv- 
dox worid, through puipit and aisle, and is caus- 
ing a general sileuce, at leust over tenets, 
regardiug which all were very talkative 
in the former generation. But there is one 
department of Caristaunty regarding which 
eloguence is always sife—the following ot 
Jesus Christ, the life of benevolence and virtue: 
und toward the moral and useful life the chureh 
of today is giving its deepest attention. Over 
the value ot an uprigat character there is no 

.diference of opiniwn. Here Darwin, and Mit. 
and Emerson, and Spencer agree with those 
who min.ster at the altar, and partly on account 
of this universal consent the pulpit is preaching 
righteousness with a unanimity and power never 
betore equaled, It may proveia biessing to the 
puipit that enough “intidels™ or rationalists 
have appeured in the world to drive the caurch 
away from its points of duubt to its points of 
certainty—from the inculeation of dogma to the 
inevication of righteousness. As Freat trials 
osten bring out the hidden virtues uf individ- 
vals, the trials of war, or disease. or some 
calamity disclosing only the heroic in sume nature 
remarkable once tor cnildlike gentleness, su the 
attacks on Christianity may be pow compeliing 
the. Church to tind the doctrines of most 
power and the long-negiected path of usefui- 
Dess. 

A question now raised and discussed in theo- 
logical seminaries and ia clerical meetings is 
expressed thus: “Why are fewer graduates 
than formerly entering the Christian ministry?“ 
To this inquiry tne ArcffDjishop of Canterbury 
gives as a part of the true answer the fuct that 
the churcbes retain so much of tbe incredibie in 
their creeds that good minds are frightened 
Away from the life-long task of preacuing or 
defending such creeds. In tuis anawer there is 
much of truth, for reason is the populur branch 
of the modern miud. and especialiy do the young 
men of our period love tue fair couclusions of 
logic. The best minds would rather de than be 
upregsonable in their public addresses. in 
keeping wien what Archvishop Tait has said 
another Englishman writing about the Eogtimsn 
vandidates tor the pulpit says they are deticient 
in the reusoning faculty, and that some of thew 
conivssed to him their inallity to make or 
understand an argument. it Would seem from 
these allegations of public men that when 
our creeds shall dave become more logical, 
more true, More appricable to human life. te

| His Farewell Sermon at St. James’ 
Episcopal Church. 

The Rev. Frederick Courtnéy, D. D., preached 
his farewell sermon yesterday Avorning at St. 
James’ Episcopal Church, corner of Cass and 
Huron streets. He took his text from the twen- 
ty-seventh verse of the first chapter of St. 
Paul's Epistie to the Philippians, as follows: 

Only let your conversation be as it becometh 
the Gospel of Christ; that wuecher 1 “ot Mur 


see you, or else be absent, | may hear of ur 
affairs, that ye stand fast in one spirit, with one 
* striving together for the faith of the Gos- 
pel. 

Dr. Courtney said that it was always difficult 
to speak last words, and especially so when the 
tie which bound a pastor and bis people was 
about to be severed. It was very difficult for 
him to say on this occasion exactly what he 
wauted to say and not to be subjected after- 
wards to criucism tor having omitted 
something he sbould have said. In the 
most kindly of families misunderstandings 
must sometimes arise, and when people engaged 
in business through the week met their pastor 
on the Sunday only the opportunities for mis- 
judgment of one by the other were muitipiied. 
If among his hearers there was one who thought 


for his torgivcuess, and if any bad harsniy 
judged him he vegged fora more charitabie 
judgment. Ooming to the church ua stranger 
among strangers be left it a friend among many 
frieuds, He came unkoown and left well koown; 
he cume Koowing littie and lett Know mucn, 
and he bad to thank God for Many mercies. 

Ine Apostle in wri o¢ to the Pailippians gave 
these words of advic. o those he. eit behind 
him, and seemed to say bern 4 best show 
their affection to hii og his advice, 
Se Christ said: at ceep My com- 
mandments.”

should pray as Christ had commanded for help 
and succor. Effort and patience were Coris-ian 
duties. St. Paul spoke in the text of one thing 
that was doubtful, waether ne shouid or should 
not see the Philippians to wuom ne wrote. 

The speaker begwed of bis hearers chat, above 
| all, there should be untty among then. Union 
| meant strength; disuniva led to destruction and 
: death. The tuing whch bad caused navuc in 
the Christian Church was individualism. The 
Cnureh of Christ bad been disunited, and od. 
Vidualism had been the cause of it. It bud been 
the destrucuon of churcbes and of parishes, 
and it would be the destruccion of St. James’ 
Parish if they did not avoid it. He adjured his 
dear friends to swk individualism out of sigat, 
ana to staod together with one mind. They 
should not allow any one person to be set up as 
the one man or the one woman of the parish, 
nur Say that they wanted a rector of bigh, low, 
or broad church, but pray to God to send 
then a mau who would feed His 
people.

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DR. LORIMER. es 
The Trial of Jesus. 

The Rev. Dr. Lorimer preached the following 
sermon last evening before a large congregation 
in Immanuel Baptist Church: 

Pilate saith unto them, What shall 1 then do 
with Jesus, wuich is called Christ?—Muthew, 
rrvii,, 22. 

Neycr was there a more remarkable or dis- 
graceful trial than that to which our Lord was 
subjected. The proceedings against Socrates 
were not as violent, and the high-nanded mens- 
ures Of Laud and Jeffries were not us shock ur- 
ly outrageous. Au ordinary and superticial 
reader of the Gospels ‘cannot full tu perceive 
how irregular and disorderly were the steps 
taken in the hame of justice to compuss the 
Saviors death; and legal writers, such as Green- 
leat and Dupin, have distinctly pointed but the 
particular torms of law which were shamefully 
ignored or shamelesly perverted in obtaining a 
verdict. Accordmg to accepted principles gov- 
erning criminal cases it was the duty of the 
court, tae Sanhedrim, to try to save life, not to 
destroy’; it.was further forbidden to carry an 
lnvestivation through the night, or to pronounce 
seutence withoutthne Judges baving had time 
previously to fast: and it was provided that the 
tribunal sbould not be informed that there 
should be an accuser, and that the prisouer 
should have the assistance of suitable 
counsel, These Safeguards and regula- 
ons were one and all utterly disrewarded 
by the Jewish authorities in their indecent zeal 
to put Jesus out of the way. From tue begin- 
ning He was trgated, nut us an innocent, but as 
gwurity wan. he ceurt tbat assumed jurisdic- 
ou Was not lawfuliy constituted; it appointed 
no advocate for che prisoner; the Judge was we 
uccuser, and ‘he wituesses ugajust Bilin were as- 
silueusly sought, and none in his favor were 
called or admitted. When the cause was carried 
to the Rowan magistrate it was conducted be- 
fore mhut august tuuedonury ip mne suwe arbi- 
trary and despotic magoer. Jesus is dealt witha 
as zhouct He bad no rigats, and His person is 
iusuited and abused b tuose Wao oughi to nave 
beeu his deicaders. The.charges against Him 
are ¢banged to sult the uew tribunal, and the 
wageirate reaiizes end acknowlrdzes Wat me 
are fabrications. Neverthewsa, he con-

he was altogether too pliant, 
too weak, too seifish to meet its responsibilities 
fuithfully and hooorably. He was essentially a 
trimmer, Uke Cicero, and was as destitute of 
intlexibie integrity as ever Lord Bacon was. He 
was a politician in the worst sense of that term, 
and, having a supreme ru to nis own inter- 
ests, veered, oscillated, vaciliated to hoid the 
regard of those whum he governed, and to retain 
the favor of the gioomy Tiberius, who had ap- 

2inted him, and whose creature he was. Once be- 

ore the trial of Jesus occurred his indecisiveness 

had been proven. He bad quartered soldiers in 
Jerusaiem, and of course mey had taken with 
them their banners bearing the image of the 
Emperor, act roused the indignation of 
the populace. The citizens regarded it as an in- 
sult, and as an endeavor to implant idolatry in 
the Holy City. A storm arose, and before its 
fury Pilate succumbed, and the hated symbois 
were removed. It could, therefore, easily be 
anticipated by te Jewish authorities bow far 
such a man as this wouid st oy his convic- 
tions. They foresaw wust actually took place, 
that he would te unable to witustand their im- 
portunities aud tbhreateni and would ulti- 
mutety yield to their wishes. Uabappily their 
coufidence ta the resuit was justified; but it 
may be said in bis favor that ne tried, or 
thougut that he tried to save the victim of their 
fury. He protests, Ze pleads, he proposes expe- 
dients, he socks evade respoasibility, and 
halts, stam@gmers, stutters between his sense 
of right and ne seeming demands of woridiy 
policy. And we can conceive of no spectacie 
more pitiable than ne presents, when turtured 
by hig own copscience, disturbed by the warn- 
ings of nis wife, and overawed by the dignity of 
the prisoner, and at the same momeyt cringing 
before the passionate veuemenco of the priests, 
he acknowledges his deplorable weakness and 
nelpless perplexity in the words ot the text: 
“What shail 1 do witm Jesus, which is called 
Christ?’ 

These words enable us to relate this mockery 
of atrial in a very practical manner to our- 
gol ves and to derive from it especially one im- 
pores lesson bearing on our spiritual welfare. 

t is to be remembered that Jesus yet stanas be- 
fore the bar of earthiy judgment. Providence 
has indeed reversed the decision of the courts at 
Jerusalem; but just as the insulting proceed- 
ings continued even after iunecence had been 
* perfectly manifest, so che ciaims of our 

rd are still being sitted and scrutinized as 
though tne und never been passed upon and 
allowed, The world has been unabie to get rid 
of Him. It is obliged to deal with Him, and to 
make some disposiuon of His demands and as- 
sumpuons. He toucaes it ou every s.de. The 
pressure of bis moral intivence is felt in busi- 
ness, in politics, in literature, in dumestic circies, 
and in spiritual strugwies. He cannot be ignored 
nor suceessfully avuided.. At some point in tne 
journey of Life He will appear, and at the close 
it eis most likely that He wil not be absent. Go 
where we may. we meet Him; think ou what 
we please, we confroat Him; and tollow what- 
ever pursuits deligbt us, we still feel His pres- 
ence and the weight of His teachings. As the 

Jews were compeiied by His prominence to come 
to sume decisiou regarding Him, either tu accept 
or reject Him, so every individual d every 
community 18 sbut up to the necessity of au- 
swering cne crucial quesdon, “ What sdall 1 do 
with Jesus, which is called Christ?" Books are 
written for and against Him, societies are 
formed, lecturers and preachers go forth to 
speak all wita the avowed purpose of 8 in 
shaping an adequate and consistent reply. It is 
as though He stood bouad and guarded betore 
the trivbuaal of bumanity, His many works aud 
gcacious words testifying in His favor, aud yet 
many assailants and enemies aspers us His char- 
acter and waliguing His name. What is the Judge 
tudo? How snail He dispose of the case? He 
must dispose of it; but in what mauner? Aud 
thus millioas are puzzied and perpiexed, inclin- 
ing one way and then another, undetermined 
and undecided, and crying in a weak, quavei ing 
wav, What shall we do with Jesus, which w 
caiied Curist? 

Now, I think the trial-scene at Jerusalem, 
taken in connection with the review of its de- 
cisions by the Courtof Heaven, will assist us ia 
furming a very détinit_idea of the answers that 
snouid be given. It shows us What corrupt ba- 
manity did with Him, what Jesus did Atu Him- 
soif, and what was ulltimateiy done with Him 
and for tiim by Provideuce, and so teaches u 
* A and ehadow, how we also shoul 
de with 

T ulers of Israel sacrificed Him to their re- 
ligi prejudices and preceouceived ideas. He 
antagoumed with che concep tons of the Mes- 
siab, and wita their estimate of :ue.r own stand- 
ing befure Ged. He nad cailed then hypocrits, 
had quesuoned the probability of their deliver- 
ance from che damaat of bell, and aad set at 
naugat thew node ol .emp ral enlargement 
by proctaiming a kingdom trom Heaven, whose 
subjects, arms, and principies were heaveniy 
as weil, These revoluvdopary teaching: the; 
could not endure, and the dislike of mem in- 
creased their disiike of ‘their Author, and as 
they could not answer them they determined to 
crucify Hum. They dd not examine, test, and 
wegh then; they preterred the more suagui- 
nary method of termivating debate. Biood was 
more in ther line (hun argument, and murder 
was eusier than refutation. * scattvid, the 
dungeon, and ho secret assusination have froiw 
time immemurial deen ue convement methods 
of tyrafiny, just as insolence, siander, and vi- 
tuperation are now the usual weapons of ig- 
norant and seif-conceited biguotry. No wonder, 
thou, that our Lord's defense was stopped by a 
biow, and nat de should be silenced vy death, 
when it was ev.dent wat logic and proof were 
impotent against Him. Wulle it is bappily im- 
possible for tuis treatment to be literally ro- 
peated, it may in a weasure be imitated. instead 
of dealing with Him fairly and examining His 
Claims candidly, we may ou account of some 
chermbed theory whieh His character or doc- 
trine apparentiy jeapordizes insuit His mem- 
ory, slander the guod oame of His mother, and 
make Him out either an arrant impostor 
or a weak en: husiast. Like soel- 
ley, we may Crucify Him afresh in our 
2 frenzy; like Kennn, we may deck Him out 
u che mockery of k.agly garments; and like 
Voltaire, we may take up che insane cry of sans 
culotte, * erusao the wreceh.””

Pilate seems desirevus of acting with greater 
tairness; but inthe end he secouds, im mo- 
tives of seif-faterest and political policy, what 
the ruiers demanded, infatuated as they were by 
prejudice. Our Savior intimates that his guilt 
was less, as he did not instigate the unjust pro- 
ceedings against Him; but He does not cieur 
him ot blame, as he leut uis great office to the 
muchinadens< of ese persecutors. Now, it is 
to be observed that Pilate tried to do, several 
things with Jesus before be finally surrendered 
Him to the vovacious malice of His ene- 
mies. For lustauce, he undertook to dismiss 
Him altoge:ner. Hearing that He was a 
Gaiileau, ahd that Herod, who ruled in that 
province, Was in Jerusalem, be .and ed Him over 
to his juriadicuon. Herod evidentiy appreciated 
the compliment, but politely deciined to beip 
the Roman out of the dilficuity. Thatexpedient 
not succeeding, be patronized bim, and apolv- 
gized tor Him. He suid to Jesus sumewhat 
naughtily, “ Knowest Thou pot that | have puw- 
er to hand Thee over to be crucitied?” And he 
inftimates to che prosecutors pretty plainiy that 
hursh measures were uetdeserved. He likewise 
proposes to exchange Barabbas, a rough, fanat- 
ical ug tator, and perhaps something worse, for 
Curist, hoping tnus vy a compromise, woieh im- 
pled that the Savior was far from being what 
He shouid be, to escape the dilema in wuich he 
fovnd himeelf. Aud, when be bad fuiled im alot 
these meusures, he tries to settle tue matter by 
suvulemnly Washing his bands, u sign that he ro- 
garded bimseif as innocent of complicity in the 
murder about to be commited. That is, Pilate 
thinks he Can ADind on Jesus to scora aad suf- 
fering without personal yw by merely wash- 
ing (ue bands that should and couid have pro- 
tected Him. Possibly her imagined that this 
purade and display ot horror would overawe the 
enemies of Jesus and eunstrain them to let Him 
go. But in th®. he was mistaken, for they 
only cried out. His blood be on us and on our 
22 Evideotly tue Governor had not 
dune with Jesus what ought to be done. Jesus 
could not be waved out of sight, and would not 
be patronized. Neither could He be exchanged, 
and a little und- wasn could not m any wise 
avail to Gleanse the soul that rejected Him. 
Humanity to a grenut ext nt fats into the errors 
of Pilate. There are those who think thal they 
settle tue Question of reumon, especially as it is 
pressed oo their attention vy Jesus, when they 
determine to have nothing todo withit. But 
that is a dismission of the suuject; it is no de- 
is. un. Others nere are wiv essay to patronize 
the Lord. ‘They do not love Him, they do not 
cure tor Him: but they do make the impression 
that He ia very much nden to them for rhe 
suppuct hey bave condescended to give His 
Cuuse. eare yet others wuo, like the Jews, 
preier Baraovas to Christ; chat ., their lusts, 
their appetites. and Uarbarities are more highly 
prised ft the sou dt Man, and (wey are only 
w.liag ty ace@yt Him on the condition that they 
may Keeo them. And there are fosts of others 
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bier and ioftier qualities of maasood. and 
even their pom the solemuity of their bigh 
otfice can shield them from re The m 
we think of chem the more iudicrous they ap- 
ar and the leas worthy of respectful mene.

In reply to mitred persecutor s solemn in- 
terrogutory as to whether He was the Messiah, 
the Son of God, blessed forevermore, Jesus a- 

s wers: Thou bast said, | am the Messiah, and 
though ye may vy Sys e shall see me sit on 
the right hand of Majesty of Sod and coming 
in tne clouds of Heaven.“ In these words He 
does deli ly assert the superiority We sus- 
pected, falters not in faithfuinesd to His 
character and claims. What it is to be the Sun 
of God may be inferred from the storm of u- 
dignation and the cries of blaspuemy that 
——ʒ —1 2 — They who were thus 
moved could not have regurded it as al to 
exalted creaturehood, but as — 2 Tt ana 
transcending it. When Jesus is being examined 
by Pilate He gives utterance to some memorable 
words. The Homan asked whether He was 
„ King of the Jews?” and in response our Lord, 
while disclaimiag pretensions to earthly thrones, 
asserted His right to thie diguity, and explained 
“My kingdom is not of this worid.” “itis a 
domain of truth and all who love and keep my 
words—that is, who honor che truth are my sub- 
jects.” , Woat a magnificent convcepuion! An 
empire independent of territory, of palaces, of 
armies, and of all the outward pomp which lend 
xiory to the empires founded by man's might 
and genius! A spiritual domain where ali aa- 
uonalities and races may unite in one grand fra- 
ternity, where all are to be united by their com- 
mon devotion totruth, and whereali labors 
shall be for the promotion of truth, and all 
allegiance shall be due exclusively to truth, 
that is to Him who is in Himself the reality 
and the giory of truth. But who is He that 
dares aspire to the sovereiguty of such a nation? 
What must be the character of the Being who 
Can create such a Kingdom, sway such a sevptre, 
and inspire the needed confidence lu Hituselt as 
the very substance of that which He enjoins, 
and the ultimate foundation of raat whieh He 
creates? Pilate inquired whether He was the 
Sou of God. He answered not, for he bad pre- 
viousiy confessed that He was, and it is only in 
this dignity—a duty higher than creature- 
bood, the precise import of whichewe do not now 
pause to lavestigate—tbat the adequate ex plana- 
tion of the mystery can be found. We see then 
frow these mighty assumptons, and from His 
entire bearing during the trial, what Jesus did 
with Himeeif. He magnified and excelled Him- 
se.f even in His bumanity, and disclosed His es- 
sential glory even ia His shame. Yea, we like- 
wise see what He would do with Himself. He 
would exalt Himselt to the right hand of God; 
He would reign in the thoughts and hearts of 
men; He would be acknowledged as the Sou of 
the Highest; and Heewould at last judge the 
world in righteousness, 2 
But let us tnquire what Heaven has done with 
Him and for m? tas Heaven justitied His 
dealings with bimscif, ana has it gives 
us reason to believe that His expecta- 
tions and itongings have been realized? 
An afiirmative answer, we think, can be 
safely given. It is warranted by two signif- 
icunt facts: Providence speedily reversed te 
decision of the court that condemoed Jesua, 
and tixed the stamp of its execration on the 
proceedings by overwhelming and punishing 
His Judges. Let us never furzet wnat che dis- 
bovor and discredit heaped upon Jesus contia- 
ued only a sort time. Though His enemies 
were permitted to do their worst and were per- 
mitted to enjoy their triumph for a moment, 
soon the repruach, like the stone at the uichre, 
was rolled away. and He was vindicated in the 
thoughts of mankind. When the angels came 
to perform their humble part in the resurrec- 
tion, and Heaven bro«e the seal of the tomb, it 
was practically declared mat the appeal which 
the murdered man had taken to the highest 
tribunal had been heard. and the unjust sen- 
tence forever revoked and canceled. -Since that 
precious hour, wust has not Providence done 
with Him and for Him? It bas made Him the 
centre of the world’s religious dope, the Belus 
towards whom the eyes of the helpless, the 
burdened, and the dying are turned wito loving 
cvnftidence. it nus exalted Huw to domiaiou 
over the thoughts and lives of millions, 
and to greater power over the human 
conscience than the migntiest monarch 
ever swayed over the body. It has given Him 
conguests in every corner of the world, and 
enubied Him to subdue tbe vicious and rescue 
the lost. Equally signiticant has been its deal- 
ings with tae men who accomplished His vio-~ 
lent death. The Jewish nation became invoived 
in political troubles whieh brought aoout its 
ruin. The charge ot sedition whch it aleged 
against Jesus, a crime whica in him exc.ted 
their borror. tne nation itself committed. Its 
rulers insisted that it should be punisbed When 
Jesus was reputed the offender, and, strange to 
say, having encouraged the Romans to snow 
no merey, no merey was sbown them ju the day 
of their transgression. According tu their own 
judement they were judged, and as they bad 
meted it out to one poor, beipless being was it 
measured to them. As we ponder these coinct- 
dences we cannot but feel the terriue force of 
the words, Vengeance is Mine, I will repay, 
saith the Lord.“ Repay, indeed, iu the same coin, 
and apparently with interest. What became of 
Pilate we know not. He is banded over tru- 
dition, a custedian as unreliable and unstable as 
himself. which never knows exactly what to do 
witb che names committed to its care, but now 
testifies one thing and then another, and 
at mst leaves everything in grim uncer 
tainty. The way tradition has dealt with 
Pilate is not “alike the way Pilate dealt 
with Christ. “What sha I do with Jésus?” 
queried the Roman. “What shall 1 do with the 
Roman?’ queried tradition. and straightway 
roceeded to cousign Bim to sorrow and shame. 
ein represented as.beng exiied by tne Ku- 
peror, and again as being imprisoned, as com- 
mitte suicide, and as reappear og in room at 
times on earth washing bis bilood-besmeared 
hands. His ghost is supposed to baunt the 
higuts of Mount Pilatus in Switzeriand. and me 
peuple who lived in the valleys many years ago 
saw in the clouds that foretoken storms which 
gather round its summit the evident sigue of 
his unresting spirit. But however valid these 
legends may be, at least they indicate how pos 
terity judges his connection with the trial of 
Jesus, and we know that no further good fort- 
une attended him after bis unrighteous course. 
His career is arrested. We read of him no 
more. History chronicles no achievements and 
no honors subsequent to the prostitution of bis 
magisterial character, And it is not unreason- 
abie to suppose that he associated his crime 
with thedeciine of nis fortunes, and wandered 
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Thus then Providence rescued the fair name of 
Jesus from the ciutches of His assailants, and 
hus exalted Him toa posidon of the highest 
honor and the sublimest influeace. 

in view of its decision, * What,” let me ask, 
“shovld we do witu Jesus, whieh is called 
Christ?” Why. do with Him what Providence it- 
self bas done. Defend Him from His adversa- 
ries, and, what is of more importance, exuit Him 
to His true place in your affections and life. 
Trust Him. for He is worthy: love Him. for He 
is deserving; follow Him, for He is all-sufficient. 
This is His right, this is your duty. Wale this 
will bring glory to His name, it will Dring peace 
to your soul. Ah! remember that what you do 
with Him will decide what He will uitimately do 
witb you. The decision is tremendous in results. 
Jesus will deal with you as you deal with Him. 
It you reject Him, He will reject you; if you 
deny Him, He will deny you; and if you will 
buve some of His grace, He will bave none of 
your guilt. As you judge, so will He judge, and 
will see to it that the regard of your u bull 
be given you. Then 1 pray you, trust, love 
hnoner Him, and He will not be uomindfui ot 
you, but ill confide in you, will cherish you in 
His affections, and at last will crown * with 
immortal blessedness and glory in His blessed 
and glorious kingdom.

NUMBERING | G DISTRICTS. 


Bepublican Memb rs Overreached by 
Demveratie Sophistry—The Democrats 
Given Two Se aturs in Woodford, and 
a Republican County Disfranchised. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, April 29.—The Republicans of the 
Ceneral Assembly are ‘in some unnecessary 
trouble about the constitutional requirements 
in forming and numbering the new Senatorial 
districts, and have allowed themsel ss to be 
overreacbed and swindled by their opponents. 
The Democratic leaders in the House insist: 

1. That the Constitution requires the districts 
to be so constructed that there shall be either a 
hold-Over Senator, or be so numbered as to have 
the right to elect a new one at the next elec- 


tion. 

2. That in no case can there bé two Senators— 
one old and one new Senator—residing in one 
district. 

This theory of the Constitution is proved to be 
erroneous by cons:dering the aatural course of 
events, which may bring many cases where this 
principle will not work. 

Suppose La Salle County now to have 105,000 
inhabitants. The Constitution would require it 
to be made into to Senatoriai Districts, and on 
the Democratic theory, as it has no hbhold-over 
Senators, there would be eleeted this fall two 
Senators, and two again in 1836, and in 1890, and 
these last would bold their oe until 1834. It. 
io redistricting after the census of 189), it shall 
be found that the State bas a population of 
4,080,000, and La Salle Couaty grown to any pop- 
ulation less thau 140,000, then this county must 
be remanded toa singie district; yet her two 
Senators would cootinue in office two years, 
though both are living in the one new district. 
This proves that the Democratic theory that 
no district can be mace including within its 
limits two Senators is not the proper construc- 
tion of the Constituuon. Two Senators may for 
the time being live in one Senatoriai dis- 
trict, and in che natural and proper course of 
events it may often so happen. lu effect it has 
already happened to some extent in cthesrural 
districts, where more territory is now required 
for a distriot than was required ten years ago. 
The second Democratic proposition that the 
Constitution requires chat each new district 
must have within its borders a bolf-over Sen- 
ater, or the immediate right to elect a new one 
is also unsound, and the proof is equaily clear. 
If La Salle, as we have supposed, after de ing 
reieguted to a single district, has two hold-over 


Senators, then the other fifty districts oun have 


but forty-nine Senators—one district for the 
time bei having nove, but awaiting the due 
course of the law which in two years brings such 
a district the right of election; and this prin- 
ciple may hereafter be applicable to many cases. 
These illustrations show the fallacy of the 
Democratic construction of the Constitution, 
What then is the true theory? The State shall 
be districted with ‘contiguous and compact 
territory. and neur as may be with an equal 
number of inhabitants,” without reference to 
hold-over Segators and numbered accordmg to 
legisiutive discrevion. 
Lhe constit ul provision that each dis- 
trict shall elect one Senator apviies when their 
turn comes under the law, which cannot exceed 
two yeurs. 
The constitutional principles of ity, 
cofhpuctness, and populauon are essential in 
thelr nature, and last tifrouzh a period of ten 
years, and are not to be cuoatrolied by au mei- 
dent as to the res.dence of sume bola-over Sen- 
aan > is temporary and nearly lama- 
ter 
The immediate occasion ot the conflict at 
Springfield came up ou the Democratie motion 
to traasfer the odd number from the Bureau 
district to the Tazewell district on the ground 
that tne former district had within it a bold- 
over Senator, and the latter neither a hoid-over 
nor the right to erect till 1884. 
If our theory of the Constitution as stated is 
sound, this transfer of members is entirely a 
legisiative discretion to be exercised like ail else, 
ustiy. Everythumg eise equal, it will always be 
t to have a Senator—buid-over or a new one— 
in each district. In ali other districts this was 
provided for, and nence this one exception is 
the more c-nspieuous. Why the exception in 
this case ? Because la natura! and almost jnevita- 
bie d.stricting it brought the Democratic huid- 
over into the Bureau district, and then to give 
the odd numver to the Democratic Tazewell dis- 
trict was to give the Democracy two Senators 
from a group of vouaties where they were en- 
titled to but one. To retain the odd uumber for 
Bureau isto allow a Republican to be Biected, 
and tous each party will have in tbis case its 
just rights, 
The wajority of the Democratic constituency 
of Senator Shaw—ihe hu.d-over now in the 
Bureau — RY py in Woodford County, 
which is nearly half the Tazeweil district. . It it

tive politically of the larger part. 

Neither party is willing to surrender any ad- 
vantage gratuitously. weeks of caucus 
deliberation is defensibie only because politica! 
considerations required careful weighing. 
— Republican or Democrat is not men- 
aoned in the Constitution in those words they 
ure fully recognized in minority representa- 
ion. The extraordinary seal of thé Demuc- 
racy in this case to gain one Senator is 
some evidence that these gentiemen atthch im- 
portance to politics. Their intense 1 and 
u plausible but not sound excuse, bas led them 
toa false and impracticable weory of the Con- 
stitution. It is for Republicans to set a proper 
precedent of sound construcdon. This can and 
should be done in this case waere, equity and 
justice are also served. There is no reason tor 
any Republican to vote for this transfer of 
numbers unless he is anxious to give the Demo- 
crais two Senators w they are entitied to 
but one.
